The request was made in a 


letter to Health, Education and 


Welfare 
Secretary

Finch. 


The Governor asked Finch to 


approve an allocation of $660,. 
000 to maintain Indian health 
aid demonstration projects at 
Hum7x>ldt, Modoc, Mendocino, 
Lake, Tuolumne, Tulare, San 
Diego, Riverside and Inyo Coun- 
ties for the next four months, 
and an additional $1.3 million to 
continue to programs next year. 


In his letter, Governor Rea- 


gan said, "much attention has 
been given in the press and in 
Congress to urban problems 
in recent years but the real 
and currently neglected needs 
of the American Indians have 
been seriously slighted. 


"Many Indians are coming 


to California from other states 


where a full ranee of health 
services have been available 
to them. Some come on their 
own, 
but many are relocated 


under the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs or other Federal educa- 
tion and job training programs. 


"The growth of California's 


Indian population, from 20,000 
in 1950 to an estimated 100,.

California utility companies, Including Pacific Gas and Electric 


and Pacific Telephone, have been trying for a long time to reconcile 
the wide desire for removal of overhead wires with the certain 
protest over high costs which would have tobe borne by the users 
of the services. Now research, has produced some answers and 
undergroundlng, with its esthetic advantages, seems to be the wave 
of the future. From a $600 per lot figure In I960, Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, for Instance, has reduced the differential be- 
tween the two systems to a little over $100. 


A recent order by the California Public Utilities Commission 


put into effect a proposal similar to one offered by PG&E in 1966 
that subdlvlders in California be responsible only for the costs of 
all necessary trenching and back-filling and conduits, where re- 
quired. The result Is that undergroundlng costs to individual home- 
owners in new subdivisions will be reduced to less than $50 a lot. 


All in all, electric distribution systems will be installed under- 


ground in some 94 per cent of all new residential subdivisions in 
the PG&E service area this year. 


In addition, PG&E has entered into a program in which sums 


of money are set aside each year f or undergrounding wires In cen- 
tral districts and along main thoroughfares through formation of 
special districts, and pacific Telephone has agreed to match PG&E 
in mileage. Under this program, wires along Main St., in Red Bluff 
from WlllowtosouthofReedsCreekhavebeen placed underground, 
and a similar project is under way in Antelope from Belle Mill 
Road to Chestnut St., along Antelope Blvd. 


Wires in one residential subdivision near South jacksonSt., and 


Luther Rd., were put underground at the beginning, and some along 
Robinson Drive are underground. 


The whole program is something to be happy about.

More 
than ZOO noncombatants, 70 per 
cent of them women and child- 
ren, were killed. The Viet Cong 
abducted another 400 villagers 
as forced laborers. 
Keporters were 
shown the 


charred evidence, and survi- 
vors told their stories. But the 
press paid almost no attention. 


On Feb. 23, 1969, North Viet- 
namese forces overran the 
ham'et of Kon Horing, wildly 
shooting and burning. They set 
fire to more than one-third of 
the 
shelters in the village. 


When 
the occupants tried to 


flpe , the troops mercilessly 
gunned them down. All told, 78 
were killed bv gunfire, 100were 
burned to death and 125 homes 
were destroyed. 


Again, reporters were invited 


to inspect the remains and to 
interview the survivors. But the 
newspapers ignored the story. 


Perhaps the most shocking 


war crimes were uncovered in 
Hue while the Communists held 
the ancient cit> during the T«t 
offensive. 
"Despite the intense fighting 
in the city," declares a State 
Department document, "cadres 
equipped 
with lists of names 


and addresses on clipboards 
went about arresting and exe- 
cuting Vietnamese and foreign- 
ers who were of significance in 
the community. 
Often 
their 


wives and children were exe- 
cuted with them." 


A State Department telegram, 


dated May 6, 1968, and stamped 
"confidential," gave this preli- 
minary report of what the U. S. 
forces found after driving the 
North Vietnamese out of Hue: 


"More than 1,000 people ware 
executed by the NVA (North 
Vietnamese) and Viet Cong In 
the Hue area during the com- 
munist Tet offensive. The vic- 
tims ware found in 19 separate 
mass grave sites. Many had 
been shot, some beheaded. A 
number of bodies showed signs 
of mutilation. 
"Most were found with hands 


bound behind their backs. Al- 
most 
half of the victims were 


found in conditions Indicating 
they had been buried alive. 
Many were found bound togeth- 
er in groups of 10 to 15, eyes 
open, with dirt or cloth in their 
mouths." 


GLORIFYING MASSACRE 


Subsequent discoveries have 
boosted the number of victims, 
more than half of them wom«n 
and children, to 3,500. Yet Ha- 
noi, instead of showing any 
remorse over the incident, has 
given the massacre its official 
blessing. 


On April 27, 1968, Radio Han- 
oi glorified the Hue massacre 
and described the helpless vic- 


tims as Hooligan lackeys who 
had owed blood debts to the 
(Communist) compatriots and 
who were annihilated by the 
Southern 
armed forces and 


people." 


Indeed, co'.d-blooded killings 


have become everyday affairs 
In the wake of the Viet Cong. 


Their own documents tell how 
they 
systematically 
exter- 


minate 
anti-Conniunists, in- 


cluding Nationalist party mem- 
bers who oppose both Hanoi and 
Saigon rule. Quotas are even 
set, In communist fashion, to 
make sure the extermination 
policy Is carried out. A typical 
document, captured by U. S. 
forces 
in Quang Ngai provi- 


nce, boasts: "The anti-revolu- 
tionaries have become confus- 
ed and panic-stricken because 
of 
our ever greater exploits 


scored during the recent (offen- 
sive). We killed 96 tyrants, 
captured 
148 who owed blood 


debts to the people, and de- 
stroyed or disintegrated many 
rural pacification teams. 


"Targets for ehm'natton are 


manners of the (Nationalist) 
party comm'ttees at province 
and district levels, the senior 
party members and the secre- 
taries of village party com- 
mittees.''

Enemies No Longer

Two industries with combined 
assets of nearly $250 billion— 
life insurance and mutual funds 
—swiftly are resolving the dif- 
ferences 
that 
made 
them 


enemies just a few years ago 
and are entering marriages 
of convenience. 


The repercussions from this 


enormous merging of financial 
power haven't been fully felt 
yet, but they soon will be. Bet- 
ter financial protection for con- 
sumers might be one impact. 
And antitrust activity could well 
ensue If the mergers threaten 
to create too great a concen- 
tration of power. 
By the end of the third quar- 
ter of this year, 153 mutual 
funds and T* Insurance compa- 
nies, mostof them life Insurers, 
had in one way or another and 
to various degrees merged their 
operations. 


By the end of September, a 


study by Wiesenberger Finan- 
cial Services shows, some $8 
billion or 16 per cent of the 
total net assets of toe mutual 
fund industry were in the insur- 
ance fold, and that the trend 
was continuing. 


Most of the initiative has 


come from the insurers, who 
have either purchased existing 
mutual fund management com- 
panies or have organized their 
own mutual funds from scratch. 


Some of these arrangements 


dwarf the size of some widely 
publicized 
mergers 
among 


manufacturing concerns—mer- 


gers that in some instances have 
attracted comment, criticism 
and action from antitrust of- 
ficials. 
For example, Anchor Funds, 
with assets of nearly $2 billion, 
has been acquired by Washing- 
ton National Insurance Co.Tsai 
Management Funds, with assets 
of $343 million, now operates 
with Continental Assurance Co. 


The strength of the movement 


hardly could have been foreseen 
just five years ago. At that time 
the life insurers considered ar- 
rangements with the funds to be 
dangerous to the very founda- 
tion of life insurance. 


Mutual funds offer purchasers 


a return on their Investment 
that may float or sink with the 
state of the economy. During 
prolonged 
inflation, the funds 


very likely can ride crest: In a 
collapse, the funds would be 
forced to reduce their return. 


Insurance men had for dec- 


ades promoted the idea of fixed 
returns, regardless of the state 
of the economy.An insured per- 
son was guaranteed a stated re- 
turn on death or at maturation 
of the policy. 


This meant that the insured 


could get no more, but no less, 
than was agreed upon at the 
time the policy was bought. 


What had been a mere dalli- 


ance between a few insurers 
and funds soon became a torrid 
industry — wide romance. In 
1968, Wiesenberger states, 13 
mutual funds were sponsored by 
insurers, and in 1969 the total 
rose to 21.

In most instances the ovaries 
and the Fallopian tubes, all 
part of the reproductive or- 
gans, are removed. This de- 
pends on the judgment of the 
surgeon at the time of sur- 
SC-ry 


The operation is almost al- 


ways done b e c a u s e of the 
presence of fibroid tumors of 
the uterus.. These are benign 
or non-cancerous growths that 
may produce discomfort be- 
cause of their size and pres- 
sure on the bladder or rectum 
There are, of course, other 
reasons for surgery. 


The other phase of your 


problem interests me greatly. 
All p h y s i c i a n s today are 
aware of the tremendous psy- 
chological overtones of this 
operation. They, therefore, are 
ready and willing to discuss 
the intimacies that are in- 
volved in the total emotional 
reaction of women about to 
undergo thU operation. Your 
hesitation to discuss these 
with your doctor does you and 
him an injustice. It would 
spare you the anxiety that the 
removal of the uterus could 
make you less attractive as a 
woman or a less capable 
mother to the children you 
have already borne.

Overhead Outlook More Pleasant 


California utility companies, including Pacific Gas and Electric 
and pacific Telephone, have been trying for a long time to reconcile 
the wide desire for removal of overhead wires with the certain 
protest over high coats which would have tobe borne by the users 
of the services. Now research, has produced some answers and 
undergrounding, with Its esthetic advantages, seems to be the wave 
of the future. From a $600 per lot figure in 1960, Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, for Instance, has reduced the differential be­ 
tween the two systems to a little over $100. 


A recent order by the California Public Utilities Commission 
put Into effect a proposal similar to one offered by PGAE in 1966 
that subdividers in California be responsible only for the costs oí 
all necessary trenching and back-filling and conduits, where re ­ 
quired. The result Is that imdergroundlng costs to Individual home­ 
owners In new subdivisions will be reduced to less than $50 a lot. 


All In all, electric distribution systems will be Installed under- 
ground in some 94 per cent of all new residential subdivisions In 
the PG&E service area this year. 


In addition, PG&E has entered into a program in which sums 
of money are set aside each year for undergroundtng wires In cen­ 
tral districts and along main thoroughfares through formation of 
special districts, and Pacific Telephone has agreed to match PG&E 
In mileage. Under this program, wires along Main St., in Red Bluff 
from Willow to south of Reeds Creek have been placed underground, 
and a similar project is under way in Antelope from Belle Mill 
Road to Chestnut St., along Antelope Blvd. 


Wires in one residential subdivision near South Jackson St., and 
Luther Rd„ were put underground at the beginning, and some along 
Robinson Drive are underground. 


The whole program is something to be happy about.

Two industries with combined 
assets of nearly $250 billion- 
life insurance and mutual funds 
—swiftly are resolving the dif­ 
ferences 
that 
made 
them 
enem ies just a few years ago 
and 
are 
entering m arriages 
of convenience. 
The repercussions from this 
enorm ous merging of financial 
power haven't been fully felt 
yet, but they soon will be. Bet­ 
ter financial protection for con­ 
sum ers might be one impact. 
And antitrust activity could well 
ensue If the m ergers threaten 
to create too great a concen­ 
tration of power. 
By the end of the third quar­ 
ter of this year, 153 mutual 
funds and 79 Insurance compa­ 
nies, mostof them Ufe Insurers, 
had In one way or another and 
to various degrees merged their 
operations. 
By the end of September, a 
study by Wiesenberger Finan­ 
cial Services shows, some $8 
billion or 16 per cent of the 
total net assets of the mutual 
fund industry were in the insur­ 
ance fold, and that the trend 
was continuing. 
Most 
of the 
Initiative has 
come from the insurers, who 
have either purchased existing 
mutual fund management com­ 
panies or have organized their 
own mutual funds from scratch. 
Some of these arrangements 
dwarf the size of some widely 
publicized 
m ergers 
among 
manufacturing concerns—m er- 
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gers that in some instances have 
attracted comment, criticism 
and action from antitrust of­ 
ficials. 
F or examole, Anchor Funds, 
with assets of nearly $2billion, 
has been acquired by Washing­ 
ton National Insurance Co.Tsai 
Management Funds, with assets 
of $343 million, now operates 
with Continental Assurance Co. 
The strength of the movement 
hardly could have been foreseen 
just five years ago. At that time 
the life insurers considered a r­ 
rangem ents with the funds tobe 
dangerous to the very founda­ 
tion of life Insurance. 
Mutual funds offer purchasers 
a return on their Investment 
that may float or sink with the 
state of the economy. During 
prolonged 
inflation, the funds 
very likely can ride crest: In a 
collapse, the funds would be 
forced to reduce their return. 
Insurance men had for dec­ 
ades promoted the idea of fixed 
returns, regardless of the state 
of the economy. An Insured per­ 
son was guaranteed a stated re ­ 
turn on death or at maturation 
of the policy. 
This meant that the insured 
could get no m ore, but no less, 
than was agreed upon at the 
tim e the policy was bought. 
What had been a m ere dalli­ 
ance between a few insurers 
and funds soon became a torrid 
industry — wide romance. In 
1968, W iesenberger states, 13 
mutual funds were sponsored by 
insurers, and in 1969 the total 
rose to 21.

The operation is alm ost al­ 
ways done b e c a u s e of the 
presence of fibroid tumors of 
the uterus. These are benign 
or non-cancerous grow ths that 
may produce discomfort be­ 
cause of their size and pres­ 
sure on the bladder or rectum 
There are, of course, other 
reasons for surgery. 
The other p h a s e of your 
problem interests me greatly. 
All p h y s i c i a n s today are 
aware of the tremendous psy­ 
chological overtones of this 
operation. They, therefore, are 
ready and willing to discuss 
the intimacies that are in­ 
volved in the total emotional 
reaction of women about to 
undergo this opeiation.

The Lovable Smelt

Everybody 
loves the lowly 


smelt. And never is this pass ion 
more evident than .n late fall 
and early winter, when northern 
coastal estuaries freeze over 
and "villages" of fishing shan- 
ties sprout overnight over popu- 
lar fishing grounds. 
While most of us tend to over- 
look the smelt at other times of 
the year, the fact is that it 
provides good fishin' — and 
eatin' — the year-round to thou- 
sands of people from coast to 
coast. Native to the North At- 
lantic estuarine waters and 
freshwatei lake systems west- 
ward as far as the Great Lakes, 
the slim, silvery little smelt 
has been introduced to the Pac- 
ific coastal waters of Canada 
where it's thriving, and finding 
great favor with the angling 
crowd. 


DRIFT IN GREAT SCHOOLS 


The annual spring spawning 
migration 
of 
the American 


smelt (Osmerusmordax)touch- 
es off a frenzy of action among 
humans, who swarm in great 
numbers 
to 
certain chilly 


brooks, to wade and splash a- 
round in them in the middle of 
the night in hopes of dipping up 
an occasional netful. The na- 
tural habitat of the smelts dur- 
ing much of the year in our 
marine waters are the bays 
and the tidal portions of our ri- 
vers, where they drift in great 
schools with the tides, following 
a lens of salinity range which 
they 
find most comfortable. 


Here they find feed in abun- 
dance, for our coastal waters 
are the great food factory for 
the sea. 


Sunnier 
fishing 
for smelts 


hasn't found the great popular- 
ity in the United States that it 
has in other places, but visit- 
ors to New England harbors 
such as at Portland, Maine may 
find several hundred anglers 
fishing for smelts from docks 
and piers on summer week- 
ends. 


Canadians, however, have long 


enjoyed summer and fall fishing 
for smelts. The Saint Lawrence 
River and its tributaries pro- 
duce tons of smalt annually, and 
on the Miramichi (more famed 
for its salmon fishing) there's 
a lively smelt fishery, with nets 
being employed instead of the 
traditional handlines. Less well 
known is that smelts are found 
in considerable abundance in 
many New England inland lakes, 
and that fishing for them is 
popular in both summer and 
winter, in fact, Maine's Bras- 
sua Lake provides a rather un- 
usual 
livelihood 
for several 


residents of nearby Rockwood. 
Come mid-January, they'll be- 
gin catching smelts and keep- 
ing 
them alive (tricky, since 


they're very delicate) for sale in 
February and March as live bait 
for the ice fishermen on Moose- 
head Lake.

Boost In State Income Taxes 
Is Proposed By Farm Bureau

SACRAMENTO 
(AP)— The 


California Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation has proposed a $2 billion 
boost in state personal income 
and business taxes to replace 
property taxes as a means of 
school support. 
The proposal was one of half 
a doien widely varying tax shift 
Plans put before the joint Sen- 
ate and Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation com-nittees Thurs- 
day. 


The committees hope to work 
with Gov. Reagan's tax experts 
to put together a practical tax 
reform plan that would go to the 
legislature in January. 


Efforts are being made on be- 


half of at least four of the 
plans outlined Thursday to put 
them before the voters in 1970 
by the initiative petition pro- 
cess. 
One of those Is the single land 
tax theory of 19th century econ- 
omist Henry George and pro- 
posed now bySacramentoCoun- 
ty Assessor Irene Hickman. Her 
"White Hat Committee for Tax 
Reform" hopes to land a ballot 


spot for the Idea. 
"The main problem sofardls- 
cussed appears to me to have 
been an attempt to get not tax 
reform, but to get votes,"Mrs.

Unruh Throws Hot In 
Ring For Governor

LOS ANGELES (AP)-Assem- 


bly Democratic leader Jesse M. 
Unruh says he will run for gov- 
ernor of California with the help 
of the poor, the blacks and the 
Mexican Americans. 
Republican Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan's administration, he says, 
is for "the white, the conser- 
vative and the rich." 
With those words Unruh, a 
leader in the late Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy's presidential nampa- 
gn, became the first announced 
candidate for the guvelnui'bhip 
of the most populous state in 
the 1970 election. 


In challenging 
Reagan, ex- 


pected to seek a second term. 
Unruh invoked the words of the 
late Prpsident John F. Kennedy, 
a friend of his. He said he 
intended to make this a "cam- 
paign between the concerned 
and the comfortable.'" 
Reagan has run an admini- 
stration "of the elite, by the 
elite and for the elite." The 
governor is beholden, hp char- 
ged, 
to 
"a handful of half- 


hidden millionaires" who ad- 
vise him on government policy. 
Asked at a news conference 
if Mexican Ampricans Negroes 
and poor people would be wel- 
comed in his campaign, he said 
"yes" 
and promised to take 


their advice. 
To emphasize his point, Unruh 
talked 
about how •'! hitch- 


hiked out here from Texas al- 
most 30 years ago with little 
more 
than the clothes on my 


back and high hopes in my 
heart." 
His news conference pledge 
to 
give 
Negroes, 
Mexican 


Americans and the poor high 
policy making positions in his 
campaign 
seemecl to indicate 


that he would run the same sort 
of campaign that Kennedy did 
in the 1968 presidential p r i- 
mary in California. 
In defeating Sen. Euerene F, 
McCarthy, D-Minn., Kennedy 
put together a solid coalition of 
blacks 
and Browns - Mexican 


Americans — and they helped 
provide his narrow margin of 
victory. 


Kennedy was assassinates tne 
night of his victory, and Unruh 
was at his side. At the Demo- 
cratic National Convention In 
Chicago, Unruh supported Mc- 
Carthy and tangled with the 
party regulars who supported 
the presidential candidacy of 
Vice President Hubert H.Hum- 
phrey. 
Now, California 
Humphrey 


backers are lining up with Un- 
ruh's potential foe in the June 
1970 primary — Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco, who 
gave 
Humphrey's nominating 


speech. 


Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yor- 


ty, who lost the Democratic 
nomination 
for 
governor in 


1966, said Unruh "now appears 
to bend to every political wind 
that blows from the left." In 
the past, Yorty and Unruh had 
been allies. 


He said, "Unless he reverses 
this course his badly tarnished
